BERLIN  (UPI)  — Chief  of 
State  Walter  Ulbricht  today 
called  on  the  East  German  Army 
to  strengthen  itself  to  push 
through  a German  peace  treaty. 

The  Communist  leader  set  no 
deadline  for  a treaty  that  wouid 
end  Western  rights  in  Berlin, 
but  he  told  the  army  in  a sixth 
anniversary  message  that  great 


demands  wouid  be  made  on  it 
this  year. 

Ulbricht  issued  the  message 
after  returning  yesterday  from 
Moscow  where  he  conferred 
with  Soviet  Premier  Nikita  S, 
Khrushchev. 

THE  COMMUNISTS  followed 
up  the  mee^iig  with  new  press 
demands  for  control  of  Western 
Allied  traffic  to  West  Berlin  and 
a statement  that  Western  rights 
in  Berlin  are  dead. 

The  official  Communist  Party 
newspaper  Neues  Deutschland 
in  an  editorial  headed  “Clay  go 
home”  said  the  Americans  no 
longer  have  any  right  to  remain 
in  West  Berlin,  that  the  United 
States  forfeited  its  occupation 
rights  by  promoting  German 
militarism.

^^^^^ROBERTSON,  PiTESIDENT  of  Helaman  Halls,  said 
that  it  is  the  policy  of  his  group,  which  they  call  a break-  . 
Tast  club,  to  invite  two  student’  visitors  each.week.  After 
four  or  five  weeks  have  passed,  Robertson  calls  each  of 
these  former  visitors  and  organizes  them  into  a group  of 
their  own. 

Each  of  them  is  then  expected  to  take  his  turn  in  ar- 
ranging for  a faculty  speaker  or  any  other  such  feature  to 
be  a center  of  discussion.  So  far,  two  such  groups  have  been 
originated  in  this  manner  and  seem  to  be  doing  very  well, 
commented  Robertson. 

Usually  the  groups  meet  either  Saturday  morning  or 
on  a week-day  evening.  They  invite  speakers  from  all  pos- 
sible fields  of  learning.  These  speakers  can  be  students  who 
have  ha^J  unusual  experiences,  such  as  the  representatives 
tb  the  National  Training  Laboratories  meeting  at  J^ethel, 
Maine,  or  students  from  other  universities — such  as  liberal 
thinkers  from  the  University  of  Utah,  quipped  Robertson— 
or  facultv  members  from  our  own  campus. 

ROBERTSON  STRESSED  that  groups  should  be  kept 
deliberately  and  conscientiously  small,  not  exceeding  10  or 
12  members. 

According  to  Dr.  Darrell  Moses,  of  the  University  Aca- 
demic Standards  Committee,  an  optimum  number  for  such 
discussions  would  be  eight  members.  However,  visitors  can 
l3e  and  usually  are  invited  to  all  of  the  groups  now  on  cam- 
!pus. 

But  this  is  primarily  a person-to-person  program,  and 
seems  to  function  best  when  a group  is  made  up  of  people 
who  have  much  in  common. 

ANOTHER  POLICY  of  the  Robertson  group  has  been 
to  diversify  the  membership.  “Only  two  people  in  our  group 
have  the  same  major  in  college,”  stated  Robertson.  “This 
diversification  helps  us  to  have  a well-balanced  discussion 
and  enables  us  to  understand  an  issue  from  a number  of 
different  points  of  view,”  he  said. 

Most  of  these  group  leaders  feel  there’s  a need  for  closer 
coordination  betwen  discussion  groups.  Robertson  feels  there 
is  much  to  be  gained  in  exchanging  referrals  of  good  faculty 
discussion  leaders  and  other  ideas  for  programs. 

Great  impetus  is  lieing  given  to  discussion  groups  by 
the  initiation  of  a comparatively  large  number  of  groups 
associated  with  the  new  Book  of  the  Semester  program. 
Those  who  signed  up  for  these  groups  have  been  or  will  be 
notified  by  phone  of  the  first  meeting.

I believe  that  the  only  thing  that  can  defeat  the  goals  of  Mr. 
Khrushchev  and  Co.  is  magnificent  courage  on  our  part.  Interest- 
ingly enough,  this  is  the  only  thing  that  can  defeat  ogranized 
crime  of  all  kinds  within  our  own  fxirders. 

It  is  not  courageous,  for  .example,  to  be  submissive  to  black- 
mail, I have  instructed  my  family  that  should  I ever  be  kidnapped 
and  blackmail  commenced,  they  must  turn  all  evidences  over  to 
the  police  and  utterly  ignore  the  direats.  •

BUT  NEVER  under  any  cir- 
cumstances should  we  even  hint 
at  giving  our  newlv-developed 
bomb  to  the  U.S.  government, 
because  if  Khrushchev  even 
suspected  that  the  U.S.  had  a 
new  bomb  he  would  immediate- 
ly launch  an  all-out  nuclear  at- 
tack. 

In  fact,  we  think  the  school 
should  wire  President  Kennedy 
that  the  petition  was  a complete 
fraud  and  that  we  don’t  mean 
anything  of  the  kind,  because  if 
Khrushchev  should  hear  any- 
ting  about  the  petition,  the  U.S.

Homework  topped  the  list  as 
a sleep  robber.  Early  morning 
classes  .noisy  roommates  and 
the  lack  of  budgeting  time  were 
other  reasons  named  for  in- 
adequate sleep, 

“I  feel  that  the  lack  of  sleep 
is  a hindrance  to  me  In  my 
school  work,”  stated  Nat  Bow- 
en, a freshman  from  McGill, 
Nev.  “I’d  be  more  alert  in  my 
classes  if  I could  get  more  sleep 
at  night.” 

Evelyn  Ford,  president  of 
Wells  Hall,  feels  that  she  can 
do  better  on  exams  if  she  goes 
to  bed  early  the  night  before  ra- 
ther than  staying  up  late  and 
cramming. 

“I  CAN  THINK  things  out 
better  if  I’ve  had  a good  night’s 
sleep,”  declared  Miss  Ford,  a 
junior  from  Laytpn. 

Both  Dr.  Paul  K.  Edmunds 
and  Mrs.  Zarra  Pefley,  a reg- 
istered nurse  of  the  Health 
Center,  agreed  that  college  stu- 
dents should  get  at  least  eight 
hours  sleep  each  night.

SIcGILL  WILL  probably  win 
the  free  throw  percentage  and 
rebounding  championships  as 
well,  but  he  is  still  locked  in  a 
battle  for  field  goal  percentage 
leadership  with  Bill  Green  of 
CSU.  Green  holds  a slight  .563 
to  .561  edge  over  McGill  right 
now.
